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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants arguments are not found convincing. 
Therefore, the prior art of record continues to read on the rejected claims. Applicant argues that Dmitrovic does not disclose, teach, or 
suggest a container having a first part configured to be pivotal to a first angular position disposed behind a second part and the first part 
and the second part configured to nest together in a nesting state when the first part is in the first angular position as Dmitrovic does not 
teach rotating the dust cover 180 degrees and positioning it behind a second part after rotation. First, it should be remembered that there is 
no positive claimed recitation that the first part and the second part nest together. The claim requires that "the first part and the second part 
configured to nest together in a nesting state." The device disclosed by Dmitrovic has a dust cover that can be rotated 180 degrees and 
then flipped upward toward the body. Thus, it is clear that the device disclosed by Dmitrovic meets the claimed limitations. Regarding 
applicant's assertion that Figures 1-8 teach away from such nesting, the examiner respectfully disagrees. The claimed nesting state does 
not require a second part to be completely encapsulated or enclosed by the first part. Thus, the flipping of the dust cover would provide a 
portion of the second part to be nested with the first part (dust cover). Regarding applicant's argument that Howlett does not disclose, 
teach or suggest that a first part and a second part of a container are configured to nest together in a nesting state when the first part of a 
container is in the first angular position, applicant is reminded that Howlett was used to provide a specific hinge, as claimed in claims 21, 
24-27 and 30-33 as Dmitrovic teaches a container that is configured to be placed in a nesting state. Regarding applicant's argument that 
Rand does not overcome the shortcomings of Howlett and Dmitrovic, applicant is reminded that Rand was used to teach the obviousness of 
Providing a reading feature and dose counter on a container, as claimed in claims 14-15, 17, 18 and 29. 
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
